14 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his 
relations or friends to enlist support for his candida 
ture will disqualify him for admission . 

15 . The maximum number of candidates to be admit 
ted to the examination may at the discretion of the 
Union Public Service Commission be limited to such 
number as the Commission may decide , If a limit is 
imposed and the number of candidatos exceeds that 
limit , the Union Public Service Commission shall select 
from amongst the applicants those who shall he admit 
ted to the examination and shall have regard in so , 
doing to the suitablity of the applicants to become 
Naval Omcers. 

16 . The examination will be conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission in the manner pres 
cribed in Appendix II. 

The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying 
marks in any or all of the subjorts at the examination .

17 . From the marks assigned to the candidate in 
each subject, such deduction will be made as the Com 
mission may consider nerossary in order to secure 
that no credit is allowed for merely superficial know 
ledge . 

18 . Deductions up to 5 per cent of the maximum 
marks for the written subjects will be made for illegible 
handwriting . 

19 . ( a ) The Union Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination . The candidates 
who are recommended by the Commission for inter 
view shall then appear before a Services Selection 
Board . The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the Services Selection Board interview will be 1,500 . 
Candidates to be acceptable should secure the mini 
mum qualifying marks both in the written examina 
tion and at the Selection Board interview . Subject 
to this condition , they will then be placed in the order 
of merit on the basis of ihe total marks secured at the 
written examination and at the interview . The final 
Selection for admission to the Indian Navy will be 
made in the order of merit up to the number of 
vacancies available . 


21. Selected candidates will be appointed as Cadets 
and will undergo one year s training at the National 
Defence Academy. On completion of this training , they 
will be required to undergo further training in Ships / 
Establishments of the Indian Navy . 

The duration of the entire period of training ( includ 
ing 1 year at the Academy ) will be 3 to 6 years 
depending upon the Branch of the Service to which a 
Cadet is allocated , 

22 . During the period of their training Cadets of 
all the Branches are promoted to the rank of Midship 
man and Acting Sub -Lieutenant and in the case of 
Engineering and Electrical Branches they are also pro 
moted to the rank of Sub - Lieutenant ( and possibly to 
the rank of Lieutenant) . 

23. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets 
will be subject to the discipline of the Academy . 
During training in Ships and Establishments of the 
Indian Navy they will be subject to the Indian Navy 
( Discipline ) Act, 1934 . During all stages of initial 
training Cadets, etc . will be liable to be withdrawn 
from training and discharged if their progress is found 
to be unsatisfactory or they are otherwise considered 
unsuitable . 

24 . While at the Academy, the cost of Cadets train 
ing including books , uniform , accommodation , board 
ing and medical treatment will be borne by the Gov 
ernment but the Cadets will be expected to meet their 
pocket expenses . The minimum pocket expenses of 
Cadets are not likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month . 
Where Cadets parents or guardians are unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this expenditure , financial 
assistance upto Rs. 40 p . m . may be granted by the 
Government provided no cadet, whose parent or 
guardian has an income of Rs. 300 or above per month 
would be eligible for the grant of financial assistance . 

A candidate desiring financial assistance should im 
mediately after being finally selected for training at 
the Academy, submit an application through the Dis 
trict Magistrate of his district who will with his re 
commendation forward the application to the Ministry 
of Defence , Government of India . 

25 . The following scholarships are tenable at the 
National Defence Academy : 

1. PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar 
ship . - - This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtra and Karnatak , The value of one scho 
larship is upto a maximum of Rs. 1 , 000 / - per annum 
for the duration of a cadet s stay at the Ntaional De 
fence Academy, subject to the cadet making satis 
factory progress . The scholarship will also be avail 
able at the Army. Naval or Air Force training estab 
lishments where a cadet may be sent for further 
training after he has completed his training at the 
National Defence Academy, The cadets who are 
granted this scholarship will not be entitled to any 
other financial assistance from the Government. 

2 . MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA NARAYAN 
Scholarship , - - This scholarship of the value of Rs 360 / 
per annum is granted to a needy cadet who fails to 
secure any financial assistance from the Government 
and is paid on completion of a term at the National 
Defence Academy. The scholarship is sanctioned by 
the Government on a means - cum -merit basis . 

3 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK S MEMORIAL 
Scholarship . This scholarship is of the value of 
Rs. 360 / - per annum and is granted to a Maratha 
cadet who should be the son of an ex - serviceman . The 
scholarship is in addition to any financial assistance 
from the Government. 


( b ) Candidates will appear before the Services 
Selection Board , and undergo the test there, at their 
own risk and will not be entitled to claim any com 
pensation or other relief from Government in respect 
of any injury which they may sustain in the course 
of, or as a result of, any of the tests given to them at 
the Selection Board , whether due to the negligence of 
any person or otherwise . Candidates will be required 
to sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended 
to the application . In the case of candidates who are 
minors , the required certificate must be signed by 
their parents or guardians in the form prescribed . 

20 . Candidates finally selected for training at the 
Academy will be required to deposit the following 
amount with the Commandant, National Defence 
Academy, on arrival there :

26 . Subsequent training in ships and establishments 
of the Indian Navy is also at the expense of the Gov 
ernment. During the first six months of their training 
after leaving the National Defence Academy, financial 
concessions similar to those admissible at the Academy 
vide paragraph 24 will be extended to them . After 
six months of training in ships and establishments of 
the Indian Navy when Cadets are promoted to the 
rank of Midshipman they begin to receive pay and 
parents are not cxpected to pay for any of their 
expenses . 

27. Candidates when called up for interview by a 
Services Selection Board and selected candidates when 
called up for training will be eligible for T . A . in ac 
cordance with the rules current. Candidates who have 
previously been hefore a Services Selection Board for 
the same type of commission are not entitled to T . A . 
on subequent occasions. 

28 . Pay and allowances , pension , leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission , 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular oficers of the Indian Navy . 

29 . No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign voluntarily , whilst under training . 

30 . Before a candidate is selected as a cadet in the 
Indian Navy his parent or guardian will be required 
to sign 
! ( a ) A certificate to the effect that he fully under 

stands that he or his son / ward shall not be 
entitled to claim any compensation or other 
relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which his son / ward may sustain in the 
course of or as a result of the training whether 
due to the negligence of any person or other 

wise . 
(b ) A bond to the effect that if for any reasons 

considered within the control of the candidate , 
he wishes to withdraw from training, or fails 
to accept a commission if offered , he will be 
liable to refund the whole or such portion of 
the cost of tuition , food , clothing and pay and 
allowances received , as may be decided upon 
by Government.

APPENDIX I 
PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION AS SPECIAL ENTRY 

CADETS IN THE INDIAN NAVY

candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical dcfect likcly to interfere 
with the efficient performance of duty .

( e ) that there is no impaired hearing , discharge 

from or discase of either ear , unhealed per 
foration of the tympanic memberançes or signs 
of acute or chronic suppurative otitis media or 
evidence of radical or modified radical mastoid 

operation ; 
( 1 ) that there is no disease of the bones or carti 

lages of the nose , nasal polypus or disease of 

the nasopharynx ; 
( g ) that there are no enlarged glands, tubercular 

or due to other discases , in the neck and other 
parts of the body and that the thyroid gland 

is normal. 
NOTE . - Scars of operations for the removal of
